The meeting was called to order with Mayor Drake presiding.
Roll call:

MRS, A. G. SIEVERS, Playground Committee from the Zilker School Distriet,
represented a delegation from that asrea, and asked that the City get a 90-day op-
tion on some land or Kinney Avenue adjacent to the Kinney Avenue Fire Station
which land is available and eould be purchased for $13 »500. She asked also
that the suit for the other property adjacent tothe School ve dropped. She re-
ported that this had been approved by the P.T.A.; also by the Parks Board.
SENATOR JOHNNIE B. ROGERS wrged that & park be esteblished in this area. The
Mayor stated the four and one=half acres in the tract under condemnation was
the more desirable tract as it was adjacent to the school. The Recreation Di-
rector reported that the land commititee of the Parks Board, and the Recreation
Department would like to see an option taken on this property. Councilman Long
felt the first tract would be bebter as the facilities of the gym would be avail-
able the year round, but that it might be well to look into this other property.
Comncilman MacCorkle moved that the City Manager be instructed to get the facts
on ‘the matter and repcort back to the Council the following week. The motion,
seconded by Councilman Johnson, carrled by the following vote:

WHEREAS, the portion of the easement thirty (30) feet in length which
rung along the side property lines from the resl property corner between Lots

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Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less then 2% feet.

(4) A gas main in Rabb Road, from a point 170 feet

west of Norris Drive emsterly 179 feet, the centerline
of which gas main shall be 6.5 feet south of and parallel
4o the north property line of said Rabb Road.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of
not less than 23 feet.

(5) A gas main in Norris Drive, from Rebb Road
southerdy 215 feet, the centerline of which gas main
shall be 9 feet east of and parallel to the west property
line of sald Norris Drive.

Said gas main described above shall have a cover of not
less than 25 feet.

{(6) A gas main in Norris Drive, from a point 215 feet
south of Rabb Road southerly 45 feet, the centerline of
which gas main shall be 6.5 feet west of and parallel %o
the east property line of said Norris Drive.

Said gas main described sbove shall have a cover of
not less than 23 feet.

The Southern Union Gas Company is hereby put upon notice that the City of
Austin does not guarantee that the space assigned above is clear from other
undergrovnd utilities, but is based upon the best records we have at hand, and
that the minimum depth étated does not have any reference to the fact that
greater depths may not be required at specigl points. When the Southern Union
Gas Company requires definite information upon the ground as to elevations or
working points from which to base the location of their assignments, they
shall apply to the Depertment of Public Works not less than three (3) days
before such information is required. The Southern Union Gas Company is further
put upon notice thet they will be required Bo besr the expense of repairs or
replacement of any underground utility damaged during the construction of lines
named in this resolution. ’

AND THAT vhenever pavement is cut in the vicinity of a fire plug, water
mst be used at intervals during the course of backfilling of the ditches.

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAY agace for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said
Troy Raglend, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street Working Space

Beginning at the northwest corner of the above described
property; thence in a westerly direction and at right angles
to the centerline of Congress Avemue to a point 6 feet east
of the east curb line; thence in a southerly direction and
parallel to the centerline of Congress Avenue approximately
23 feet to a point; thence in an easterly direction and at
right angles to the centerline of Congress Avenue to the
southwest corner of the above described properiy.

2. THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
said Troy Ragland, hereinafter termed "Contractor", upon the following express
terms and conditions:

(1). That the Contractor shall erect within the above described working
space a solid fence built of not less than one-inch material and at least 8
Pfeet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside of the present
awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintein same in good con-
dition at all times while the work is in progress. The Contractor will be
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permitted to put a door in the barricade that will either open in or slide
parallel to the barricades, and at all times that material is being delivered

or taken away from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn pedestriaas
of approaching danger. The Contractor will be permitted to use two parking meter
spaces for the delivery or removal of materials during constructlon work.

(2). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of such barricades.

(3); That provisions shall be made for the nromal flow of all storm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will e responsible for any damage done
due to obstruction of any such storm water.

(4). That the Contractor shall place on the cuteide corners of any
welkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darkness
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

(5). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions of the sidewalk and street immediately after
. the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, end in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, equipment and other cobstructions shall be removed not
later then May 1, 1953.

(6). That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time any and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation of -
additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand i%.

(7). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall
not be exclusive as againgt public needs and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

" (8). That any public utility, or public or private property, disturbed
or injured as & result of eny of the activities necessary for the completion
of the comstruction work for said building projects, whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repaired
at the Contractorts expense.

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin & surety bond
in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shaell protect, indemmify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any clains or damages to any person
or property that may accrue to or be hrought by any person by reason of the

(7). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in meking such grant re-
serves the right to enter and occupy any part or all of said space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(8). That sny public ntility, or public or private property, distrubed
or injured as & result of any of the activities necessary for the completion
of the monstruction work for said building projects whether done by the Con-
tractor, City forces, or public uwitlities, shall be replaced or repaired at
the Contractor's expense.

(9). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety bond
in the sum of One Thousand Dollars ($1,000.00), which shall protect, indemmify
and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to any person
or property that may acerue to or be brought by any person by reason of the
exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City of
Auvstin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and all
other publze property and public utilities disturbed or removed during the
construction work and shall further guarantee the construction of a walkway
and other safeguards during the occupancy of the space.

. Jections of window sills, belt courses, cormices, eaves, and other ornamental

" features or awnings and marquise suspended from the bullding and
extending not more than six (6) feet, and (2) filling station cano-
pies not exceeding two (2) feet in depth and filling staticn pumps
and pump islands the forward edge of which shall be setback not less
than 12 feet from the property line. ‘

{(¢) Rear and Side Yard Dimensions. Where Sixth Height and Area
District coincides with an "A" Resldential or "B" Regidential District,
there shall be & rear yard of not less than five (5) feet in depth and
gide yards the total width of which shall be not less than fifteen (15)
feet, and each of which shall be no less than five (5) feet in width,
Where Sixth Height and Area District coincides with any district
other than "A" or "B" Residential, but adjoins an "A" or "B" Residential
District, rear and side yards not less thaen five (5) feet in width
shall be provided on the property within Sixth Height and Ares Distriet
aleng the property lines which adjoin the "A" or "B" Residential zome,

(d) Inner Court. The least dimension of an innex court shall
be not less than six (6) feet, nor less than two and one-half (2-%)
inches for each foot of height of such court, nor shall its area Ve
less than twice the square of iits required least dimenstion.

(e) Yard Area, The total yard area, including front, side
and rear yards, but excluding the yard areas included in set-backs
from streets, shall be not less than the floor area of the building
or buildings on the property. For the purpose of this provision,
floor erea of buildings designed and uged as automcbile parking or
storage garegea shall nct be inecluded in computing flcor area of builde
ings on the property, and the ground area occupied by such garages
shall be considered the same as yard area. No building or structure
other than such garsges shall occupy any part of the yard area required
by foregoing provisiens of this paragraph.

(f) Lot Area, Where an "A" Residential District coincides with
Sixth Height and Area District, every building erected or structurally
altered shall provide a lot area of not less than thirty-five huddred
(3500) squre feet per family. Where any other USE district coincides
with Sixth Helght and Area Distriet, every residential building erected
or structurally altered shall provide a lot area of not less than two
thousand (2000) square feet per family.

{(g) Perking Area., Within the yard area prescribed in paragraph
(e) hereof, there shall be provided parking space and adequate driveway
area to allow clear access and parking for at least me automobile for each
femily unit or property developed and used for residential purposes,
and clear access and parking for at least one aubomobile for each four
hundred (400) square feet of floor space im the building or duildings
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not used for auvtomobile parking, in all other cases.

(h) Waiver of Rear or Side Yard. Where the Sikth Height and
Ares District ¢oincides with "C" Commercial or “DY or "E" Industrial
Districts, and vhere the side or rear yard sbuts on alley, the side
and rear yard dimensions may be walved.

(1) Veriances., Variances may be granted to the requirements of
this Section in accordance with Section 27 hereof. However, no vare
iance shall be granted to the automobile parking area requirements

. unless variance from all other provisions hereof cannot afford relief.

MR. M. H. CROCKETT appeared before the Council in the interest of this ameng=
ment 4o the Zoning Ordinance, and felt this new district would be slapped on Lemeyr

and would kill the use of the property; if parking is restricted on one street,

let it be restricted all over town. He asked that this not be paseed. MR, ASHLEY

spoke for the amendment, Comncilman Long wanted to study the 35' height item
before taking action. The iMistter was laid over to be continued the following
week, .
